MR. OLIVER ON THE ALL-CANA- 
DIAN ROUTE, 


Winnipeg Free Press: The lecture de- 
livered by Mr. Frank Oliver, M. P.. on 
**To the Yukon, via Edmonton,” attracted 
alarge and appreciative audience to the 
Grand opera house on Sacurday evening. 
As it was given under the auspices of the 
board of trade, Mr D. W. Bole, president 
of the board, occupied the «hiir. Among 
those oa the platform were Kev. Dr. King, 
Rev, Dr. DuaVal, Kev. Hugh Pedley, 
Messrs. k. MacKen nzie, A. Macdonald, A. 
Strang and R. W. Jameson, M. P. 


Tne chairman introduced Mr. Oliver as 
oxe who hed for the past twenty or twenty- 
five years been a consistent champion of 
legitimate western development. He 
touched briefly upon the influence that Mr. 
Qtiver had e\ercised upon the floor of the 
legislature, through his newspaper, and 
more recenily in the house of commons. 
He was delighted to see so large and re- 
presentative an audience, including so 
many ladies. 

Mr, Oliver explained that his wish had 
been to discuss the subject with the board 
of trade in a business way for the purpose 
of reaching a business conclusion. He did 
not expect that any large number of those 
present would be likely to go to the. Yukon 
either by Edmonton or by any other route. 
He had not been to Dawson City, and he 
did rot know that he could bring forward 
a single new, fact concerning it ; but he 
hoped to show the commercial advantage of 
linking tegether by the best possible means 
of communication the grain fields and cattle 
ranges of the Red River and the Saskatche- 
wan, and the gold fields of ‘he Yukon. The 
route of which he was to speak was not the 
Edmonton route; Edmonton was but a 
point on this route. It was the Canadian 
route; the line of travel whereby the 
business of the Yukon would be done by 
the rest of Canada; it was the only all- 
Canadian route. The question was asked : 
‘‘Has anybody travelled over it?” The 
first trade ever done in the Yukon by 
white men was by men who went by one or 
the other of the two Edmonton routes, and 
who carried on business for many years. 
Even yet the busiuess was done in the 
waters of the Yukon by the Mackenzie 
route. The same advantages that existed 
forty or fifty yearsago exist today. The 
first men who mined gold there, Messrs. 
Harper and McQuestion, went in twenty 
years ago by the Mackenzie river route. 
It was not his intention to compare the 
different routes, but to state the existence 
and practicability of the two via Edinonton. 
First, there was the water route. Yukon 
Was not a point, but a vast territory, 5(0 
miles in length, almost entirely gold-bear- 
ing. Thefroute would depend upon the 
part to be reached; if it were the lower 
from Dawson City downward, the Macken- 
zie river offered the advantages of down 
stream navigation.? |Starting at Athabasca 
Landing, steamboat navigation was con- 
tinuous with the exception of a portage of 
35 miles across from the Mackenzie to the 
Porcupine river. There was no other 
route by which a man by his own exertion 
could take in such’a large guantity of sup- 
plies. It was the route that had been used 
by the IZ. B. Co. for the last forty years 
and it was in use to-day. Going te the 
lower Yukon was largely a matter of taking 
in supplies; distance was not of so much 
account as carrying capacity. If a man 
was not able to go to tne Yukon witha 
year’s supplies he had better not go. The 
route by which the largest amoant of sup- 
plies can be taken at the smallest expense 
in the most advantageous route. Dawson 
City is Only the starting point in the Yukon 
for the prospector or the miner. To-day 
the camp at Dawson City ie overrun with 
men seeking claims. But the claims in 
that locality are all staked. Men are now 
ini aasaite going to Dawson City for in- 
formation us to what point they had better 
strike out for. Those who take the Mac- 
kenzie route pass through a gold bearing 
country all the way from the Peace river, 
500 or 800 miles It was chiefly men from 
the United States who had iaker this route, 
in view of the great natural difficulties in 
getting over the passes and the very pro- 
bable congestion of traffic. He was not 
decrying the coast routes, but he wanted 
to point out that the interests of Canada, 
the whole Dominion east of the Rocky 
Mountains, were bound up in the develop- 
ment of these interior routes. However 
good the coast routes might be for other 
people they were no good for us. The 
thousands of people who are outfitting to 
go to Dawson City, some at Edmonton, 
some at Vancouver, some at Seattle, are 
spending large amounts of money, Of 
what portion are Canada and Canadians 
receiving the benefits? It was a notorious 
fact that although the mer are going to get 
Canadian gold and to work in Canadian 
territory, nine-tenths of the expenditure 
they are making does not in any wey accrue 
to the people of Canada. The larger pro- 
portion are outfitting in Seattle or Tacoma. 
What proportion do we get of the trade 
of those outfitting i in Vancouver and Vic- 
toria? What proportion of the flour and 
bacon is the producing part of the Dominion 
selling there? Every pound bought by 
those starting from Edmonton is a product 
of this conntry. $100 spent at .Edmonton 
is $100 added te ihe wealth of the farmers 
of this country. If the Yukon country is 
to be developed this cocntry should share 
in its prosperity. Itis said that distance 
is against us; yet the route by the mouth 
of the Yukon is 2,000 miles up stream, 
while that by the Msckenzie is down 
stream. A knowledge of the Mackenzie 
route does not exist throughout the greater 
part of Canada ; the case is one in which a 
campaign of education would be a very de- 
sirable thing. By this reute the steamboat 
navigation can be linked together by the 
construction of not more than 116 miles of 
railway ; sixty at Grand rapids, sixteen at 
the portage between the Mackenzie ard 
Porcupine rivers. Not only would this give 
access to the Yukon by stream, but it 
would open up a lise of communication 
of 1,500 miles through a country the de- 
velopment of whieh would add greatly to 
the wealth of the Dominion, and would 
benefit the business of this and the agri- 
cultural interests of this country. The 
overland route, Mr. Oliver went on to say, 
is not in the same position as the water 
route, but it is certainly practicable, and 
one that would be of advantage at tho pre- 
sent time to the people of this country. 
Mining is hard work, miners want mea sk 
food, and beef is the best they can get. By 
opening a cattle trail we could have the 
supplying of the population .of the Yukon 
with beef, which would be half the expense 
of living of the miner. There is a greater 
expenditure in getting out gold than the 
gold is worth. It dosen’t cost the men who 
get it more, but it costs the men who 
don’t get it. The cost is chiefly that of 
food supplics, and if we can sell them their 
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pplies we are going to get more gold out 
of the Yukon than the eicers Be The 
man who seils the miner his ‘supplies has 
more money than the miner in the long 
run. We have the only route by which 
cattle can be driven into the gold fields. 
With the opening of that route we are at 
once eure of a fair share of the prosperity 
that will result from the opening up of the 
mines of the Yukon. Give us the necessary 
expenditure that fat cattle may be driven 
on foot from Edmonton to Pelly river, and 
we will share in the advantages of that 
trade whe beef isadollara pound. But 
if cattle ean now be driven in. why ask for 
any improvements? It ia one thing to be 
able to reach it profitably and satisfactorily. 
Mr. Oliver did not claim that it was pos- 
sible at present to drive fat cattle throvgh 
to good advantage. We ask, he said, for 
the good offices of the commercial men of 
this ity and the people of this northwestern 
country and of tha whole of Canada to 
secure the expenditure of the comparatively 
smal' sum for the opening of that route to 
the Pelly river tor cattle.

We 
particularly ask that it be opened now. 
This is the year of the rush, and it is hardly 
possible that there can be ‘another year of 
as greatarush* From the rush that has 
already started, Edmonton has profited to 
a considerable degree, but the proportion 


; going this way is smaii in comparison with 


| 


the number going by the coast. If work 
were commenced at once on the road from 
Edmonton to the Pelly river; if people were 
assured of good facilities of getting through 
to Pelly river this summer, there would be 
an immediate benefit to the people of Can- 
ada thatthey might just as well have as 
not. The people of the Northwest are in- 
terested on account of pack ponies. There 
are thousands of small horses of very little 
value, that have been sold as low as $5 a 
head; but already these have doubled or 
trebied in price. Figure what that means, 
a very substantial increase in the wealth of 
the country. By inducing people to go 
this way these horses will be advanced in 
price. The opeaing of this route now would 
attract through our vacant lands a most 
desirable class of people, who might turn 
their steps backward to establish their 
homes among us as agriculturists. - While 
we are spending thousands of dollars in 
sendiog immigration agents through the 
United States, there are people of a most 
desirable class who have money of their 
own to spend, who are not only willing, 
but anxious to go through our country and 
see its advantages. Canada is known now 
as it never was before; and by opening up 
these interior routes we should advertise it 
as a great agricultural country. It is for 
us to bring our views before the govern- 
ment and press our claims upon them. The 
policy which I advocate and which I hope 
you will advocate, and Eastern Canada will 
advocate, is a policy whereby every dollar 
taken out of the Yukon will pay a royalty 
to the agricultural interests of the west. 


The audience, during Mr. Oliver’s ad- 
dress, gave frequent expressions of approval 
of the statements which he made and the 
policy which he advocated; he was ap- 
plauded from time to time while speaking 
and again as he resumed his seat. 

Mr. Kenneth MacKenzie then arose and 
made the following motion : 


Whereas, from infornation made public, it 
is apparent that no serious obstacles exist 
to prevent the construction of a wagon 
road from the Peace river to the Nelson 
river,and ofa pack trail thence to the 
Pelly river ; and whereas the construction 
of such a wagon road and pack trail will 
give, not only direct communication from 
Edmonton to the waters of the Yukon 
system, but open up a line of communica- 
tion with the mining districts of the Peace 
country and immense areas of agricultural 
and grazing lands ; therefore be it resolved 
that this meeting considers that it is the 
duty of the Dominion government to at 
once undertake the construction of a wagon 
road between the Peace river and the 
Nelson river, and a pack trail thence to the 


| Pelly river, in order to accommodate the 


large number of miners now taking this 
route to the Peace and fYukon gold fields. 
Mr. Alexander “Macdonald seconded the 
motion in a short address calling attention 
te the gold and mica mines aad ccal oil 
wells waiting development in Alberta, 


The resolution was passed unanimously 
and a vote ot thanks was also enthusias- 
tically passed, presented by the chairman, 
and suitably acknowledged by Mr. Oliver.
